_A Fatshan correspondent writes:—The two 
men selzed In the Wan, Wa Hong, Fatshan, { 
December last have fust been released ‘from 
prison in Canton, efter nine months {mprison- 
ment, forno offence whatever. ‘In connectlon 
with that seisnre, {t will be remembered the 
officials carried off several thousand dollars 
worth of merchandise, etc; and also all the 
business’ books, and these were used by the 
officlals to find out who had purchased goods 
4 from the Wan Wa Hong; and then these persons 
were forced on pain of imprisonment to pay.the 
officials large sums of. money. ‘Many of them 
who sre Ad the wie wa Hong, refase 
to pay now as t! gay they have’ pald the 
Chinese offictals, : 
All persons, ascertained from the books to 
have received goods by transit’ pass from the 
Wan Wa: Hong {n Canton wera Individually 


warned that if they ever did it again; thelr shops- 


would be selred and goods confiscated, 

No one dares, therefore, to purchase from the 
Wan Wa Hong, and so the business of this firm 
in Canton, which at one time was bringlog jn'n 
conetderable profit, has heen entirely destroyed. 

The reason of the seizure seems to be this: 
The Lekin Office fn Centon undertook ftsclfto 
trade in kerosene, and finding it a gond thing, 
clalmed to have been allowed mw ‘Government 
monopoly In this trade, Of course this was, 
tintrae, but they eastly frightened the Chinese 
Gealers out of opposition. The Wan'Wa Hong 
was one of those that stood in thelr way, ard 
they proceeded “to crash {t in the manner 
already described. They pretended that they 
thought the Wan Wa “long was a Chinese and 
not m foretgn-place; then that they thought 
those goods had been smuggled; then other,
